Minnesota, 
some weather bureau stations report­ 
ing precipitation of almost one inch.

lightning. Farm buildings also were 
hit by bolts in various 
localities. 
The barn of Nick Karst, in the north­ 
east part of the village 
of 
Pierz, 
near Little Falls, Minn., 
was. des­ 
troyed by fire after lightning struck 
it and two horses, chickens and sev­ 
eral calves perished. 
The heaviest rainfall in Minneso­ 
ta was at Thief River Falls, which 
reported .96 inch; St. Paul, which 
had .86 inch, Crookston, where the 
precipitation was .67 inch; Alexan­ 
dria, where it was .47 inchj Minuet 
apolis, where it was .42 inch, and 
Brainerd, which had .42 inch. Other

quately. 
Sir Austen Chamberlain, 
the British foreign secretary, then 
requested delay in consideration of 
French proposals to amend the Lea­ 
gue covenant to conform with 
the 
French idea of security. The amend­ 
ments would enable the council to 
act more quickly to prevent hostili­ 
ties and also to render quick finan­ 
cial, economic and military ald to 
the attacked nation.

said he needed time to ascertain the 
precise scope of the proposals. 
The council held that Brazil can­ 
not resign before September 
when 
the assembly will be in session and 
prepared to elect a successor.
